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1.  HOME  STUDY  BLUE  TOOK: 

This  booklet  which  lists  the 
approved  home  study  schools  is  avail- 
able to  anyone  who  wants  information 
concerning  home  study  courses.  Also 
included  in  the  booklet  is  a partial 
list  of  available  courses.  It  is 
published  by  the  National  Home  Study- 
Council,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Since  correspondence  courses 
are  a very  important  phase  of  the  edu- 
cational program,  the  educational  adv- 
iser should  be  very  careful  in  select- 
ing courses  for  enrollees.  Only  those 
courses  offered  by  some  reliable  firm 
or  organization  should  be  recommended. 

There  is  a general  tendency  to 
drop  correspondence  courses  before  they 
are  completed.  The  educational  adviser 
should  do  all  he  can  to  encourage  the 
men  in  their  studies  as  well  as  assist 
them  in  selecting  the  course  which 
will  bo  practical  and  beneficial,  and 
one  which  can  be  completed  in  a reason- 
able length  of  time.
